At Concordia University there 
exists two radio stations, Radio Sir 
George (CRSG) which serves the 
downtown campus and Radio Loyola 
(CIRL) which serves the west end 
campus. CRSG can also be heard 
through cable radio and CIRL also has 
a six watt transmitter and can be 
sometimes picked up in the apartment 
close to campus. Presently CUSA is 
tring to promote the merger of the two 
radio stations for multiple reasons and 
it is of great importance for us. 

There is a considerable number of 
practical reasons for a merger. Pre- 
sently the net budgeted amount to the 
radio stations is 28,000 dollars. With 
the two radio stations merged there 
should be a rationalization of resources 
that would lower radio costs by 
eliminating the duplication of operating 
and capital expenditures. Also CRSG 
and CIRL have at their disposal- 
resources which would be advantage- 
ous for the stations to share. CRSG 
has very good production studios and 
technicians which is a weak area of 
CIRL. CRSG has considerable more 
contacts in the local music scene and 
possess more of an adventureous and 
commercial spirit. CIRL on the other 
hand has a much better broadcasting 
studio, possesses more storage and 
office space and is well disciplined in 
following CRTC regulations which 
CRSG has not had to follow. If a 
merger occured then CUSA would 
have more resources to support this 
new station’s bid for an FM license 
which should be CUSA and the new 
radio station’s primary goal. 

A broadcasting license is very 
important, for both CIRL and CRSG 
are failures as radio stations. Last year 
CUSA surveyed students on “How 
often do they listen to CRSG and 
CIRL?” and 42.2% stated that they 
never listen to the radio stations. 
Another 23.5% said they listen to the 
student radio infrequently. The reason 
for why their listenership is so poor is 
quite simple. People do not listen to 
radio when broadcasted through loud- 
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speakers in hallways or cafeterias but 
instead they listen to it in their home, 
car or at work. In hallways or cafeteria 
radio is just background musci and 
therefore not much attention is paid 
to it. Only if student radio broadcasts 
over the airwaves and into homes can 
CUSA say that it is effectively allocat- 
ing student resources to serve the 
people who fund it: students. 

There is also an intangible reason 
for us to support a merger. The two 
radio stations are products of the two 
separate associations that preceded 
Concordia University Students Asso- 
cication (CUSA); the Day Student 
Association of Sir George Williams 
University and the Loyola Students 
Association. CUSA has been trying to 
help give Concordia University its 
own identity and try to end the Sir 
George-Loyola rivalry that is detri- 
mental to the creation of this identity. 
The two existing radio stations have 
become promoters of campus chau- 
vinism in their own way. The merger 
of the radio stations would be an 
eradication of another campus rivalry. 

This is an outline of the reasons for 
why there should be a merger occuring 
but there are a considerable number 
of hurdles that must be overcme. 
Probably the biggest hurdle that must 
be overcome is to get the two stations 
to merge. At the moment there is little 
discussion going on. The first step 
would be for the CUSA executive to 
get the station managers together to 
talk to each other in person and not 
through the press. Negotiating through 
the press hardly ever works and is a 
waste of people’s time and aggravates 
too many egos. 

When the managers sit down the 
next thing to do would be for them to 
realize is that they must put aside their 
latent artistic antagonism and begin 
negotiating in good faith. The negotia- 
tions will be difficult for both have 
goals and attitudes that will have to 
change for there to be any results to 
come out.
